“Personally, I don’t think we’re 
exhibitionists as people, are 
we?” says Matt. 

“Tam,” says David. 

“T like doing it in character,” 
says Matt. “It’s very liberating.” 

David describes the series as 
“a comedy show with wigs and 
costumes — pure pantomine”. 

But Little Britain fans know 


that the laughs run far deeper 
than gags like “he’s behind you”. 

Every character is so carefully 
observed, from the terrifyingly 
patronising smile of power- 
crazed diet club demon Majorie 
Dawes, to wheelchairbound 
Andy, whose catchphrase is 
“Yeah, I know”. In fact they’re 
all destined to become all-time 
classics. 

“Vicky Pollard is a great exam- 
ple,” says David. “From the way 
girls of that age put on their eye- 
liner, and how they put their lip 


liner on, we wanted the charac- 
ters to be instantly recognisable 
and have an iconic feel about 
them.” 

Matt thinks the formula is 
much simpler than that. 

“Making people laugh is what 
it’s all about,” says Matt. “It’s 
simple!”

LET’S all say “aah” to 
the sweet little Audi A3. 

Here’s a car that’s lusted after 
by ... women. 


And especially posh women who 
want to make a statement: “Look at 
me. I’m bitcher (richer) than you.” 

This car’s just that bit more 
upmarket than a Golf, you know. 
And for £16,000 you can have a 
swish 1.6-litre that does a whole 
114mph and 0-62mph in 13.2 secs, 
or an afternoon, or something. 

Well, who cares about speed 
when really it’s mummy’s run- 
about. And her daughter’s taxi. 

Would Motormouth want one? 
No Motormouth bloody wouldn’t. 

The A3 recently underwent 
something of a make-over, so I 
rang Audi to order one up. 

Funnily, I didn’t tell them which 
model I wanted, but somebody 
there obviously knows me. 

When it landed on my world 
famous drive I did notice it said 
“quattro” on the front, but so many 


Audis are four-wheel-drive these 
days I didn’t think much about it. I 
did spot the new. deep, aggressive, 
radiator grille — but at that stage I 
hadn’t realised that it’s a lot stiffer 
under the skin, to make this a far 
sharper machine. 

If rd wandered round the back 
Td definitely have spotted the big 
twin chrome exhaust, though I 
doubt I'd have noticed the discreet 
little 3.2-litre badge. 


So there’s Motormouth, idle as 
ever, wondering whether he can 
actually be bothered to drive the A3. 

I got in, looked at its very swish 
dashboard, boosted-up by a (gulp) 
£2,530 sat-nav screen (think of a 
number, double it for Audi), 
noticed it was automatic (boring), 
then immediately jumped back 
into my magnificent long-wheel- 
base Jaguar Sovereign, which 
went like a silent missile. 

Next day some horrible git from 
Jag took the Sovereign away, and I

was left with the ladies’ car, so I 
had to drive it. Surprisingly, the 
golf trolley and the clubs fitted 
into the new and bigger boot, 
because the A3’s also got a bit 
longer, by three-and-a-half inches. 

For a small car it’s surprisingly 
spacious, especially at the back, 
where there’s also more leg-room. 

Five minutes later I hit a clear 
stretch of road, and I floored it ... 
oh my God, what the hell is this? 

The A8 tore away like a nutter. 
It’s blisteringly quick. 

I found myself hurtling past 
other cars, flashing past one 
after another as the speedo shot 
through the 100mph mark. 

It relentlessly tore up to 120mph, 
and all in reasonable silence, as 
the automatic box seamlessly 
flicked through six forward gears. 

Well, even in no-speed-limit 
Germany, where I quite obviously 
wasn’t, I mean was, the roads 
aren’t straight for ever. And the 
twisty stuff was fast approaching. 

But what the hell had Audi given 


me? I stopped and had a look. So 
rather than “aah,” say “Aargh” to 
the wild Audi A3 Sportback quat- 
tro, with just the 245 horses under 
the bonnet, 0-62mph in 6.4secs and 
a top speed limited to 155mph. 

It’s fantastic, but it’s also very, 
very, expensive. 

Audi had added a few bits ’n’ 
pieces to my car. The so-called 
auto box turned out to be their 
latest toy — the Dynamic Shift 
Gearbox (DSG).

It’s just the £1,400, and it works 
by pre-selecting the next gear you 
need — don’t ask me how it knows, 
it just does, OK? — so gearchanges 
are instantaneous. 

Then there were leather sports 
seats (£670), dazzling blue Xenon 
headlights (£590), a six-disc CD 
autochanger (£320), 17-inch alloys 
(£710) and a hideous mobile phone 
set-up which appeared to be glued 
to the dash and cost a mere £385. 

Add that to some other extras, 
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A3 Sportback 3.2 quattro.

like a front centre armrest, which 
costs £95 but surely should be stan- 
dard, and this £24,625 car was 
suddenly weighing in at ... wait for 
this ... £32,270. 

Anyway, let’s get into that twisty 
stuff, where this particular A3 
handles like it’s glued to the road. 

The steering is well-weighted, 
but a little vague, which makes it a 
bit scary to push it to the limit, but 
even so it’s quite fast enough. 

You change gear by flicking the 
gear-stick backwards and for- 
wards, or by using the paddles 
behind the steering wheel (£160 
extra), while a display in front of 
you, in the middle of the speedo, 
tells you what gear you’re in. 

So there you have it. Fantastic 
car, but at a fantastic price, even if 
you don’t get all the extras. 

I loved it, but it left me wonder- 
ing who would be prepared to pay 
this kind of money for what is, 
essentially, a luxury posh mum’s 
rally-car? 

Not me, that’s for sure.
